WYCOMBE Wanderers’ consistent striker Keith Searle scored the all important goal on his debut for 
the England's amateur team in their U.E.F.A. Amateur Cup victory over West Germany at Wembley on 
Wednesday night. 

Searlé, who came on as substitute for John Butterfield at half-time, had been on the field for only 21 
minutes, when he scored from close range after good work by Deadman and Smith, This was enough to 
give England their first success over West Germany for 60 years and leaves them with a great chance of 
qualifying from their group for the semi-finals. 

If anything the Germans had the better chances in the match, but a combination of fine play by Sutton 
United's Ted Powell and a series of missed chances prevented them from scoring, Another Wycombe 
player Larry Pritchard had a relatively quiet game in mid-field.
